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Rules  Governing  Candidates  and  Examiners 

1.  The  K'xamining  Committee  shall  meet  with  the  classes  at  9  a. 
m.  on  the  day  before  the  opening  of  the  Conference  session. 

2.  So  far  as  practicable,  the  examination  shall  be  written. 

3.  The  work  of  the  year  shall  be  divided  as  according  to  the 
schedule  herewith  given. 

4.  At  the  close  of  each  period  designated  in  the  schedule,  the  ex- 
aminers shall  prepare  their  list  of  questions,  "when  there  are  any 
candidates"  and  send  them  to  the  chairman;  the  chairman  will  forward 
the  questions  to  the  sentinel  who  will  send  the  answers  to  the  one  who 
prepared  the  questions.  The  examiner  shall  send  the  grades  to  the 
registrar. 

5.  A  grade  of  less  than  seventy  in  the  scale  of  one  hundred  shall 
subject  the  candidate  to  re-examination  on  that  particular  branch. 

6.  All  candidates  for  admission  on  trial  shall  pass  written  ex- 
aminations on  the  English  branches  or  present  certificates  of  grades 
subject  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

7.  Each  candi'date  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  his  examiner  every 
essay,  sermon  or  syllabus  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  opening  of 
the  Conference  scosion. 

8.  All  examinations  shall  be  taken  in  the  presence  of  a  member  of 
the  Conference  who  shall  certify  to  the  fact. 

9.  A  fee  of  25  cents  each  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Chairman  by 
each  undergraduate  to  defray  the  expense  of  correspondence;  to  je 
sent  with  first  request  for  questions. 

10.  All  candidates  shall  place  in  the  hands  of  the  proper  exam- 
iner a  certificate  specifically  designatiYig  what  books  he  has  read, 
under  "Books  to  Be  Read."

Rules  of  Order 


I  The  Conference  shall  meet  at  8:30  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  adjourn 
at  11:45  a.  m.  The  first  thirty  minutes  shall  be  devoted  to  religious 
services. 

II  After  the  usual  opening  religious  services  the  Secretary  shall 
read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day  which  shall  then  be  corrected  or 
approved. 

III  The  President  shall  decide  all  questi'ons  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  by  the  Conference;  but,  in  case  of  such  an  appeal  the  question 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

IV  Sec.  1.  All  the  standing  committees  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  Elders  and  confirmed  by  the  Conference.  The  President  shall 
appoint  all  other  committees,  unless  the  names  are  contained  in  the 
motion,  or  the  Conference  orders  otherwise.  Each  committee  shall 
choose  its  own  chairman;  but  the  first  named  shall  call  the  first  meet- 
ing. 

Sec.  2.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons; 
one  of  these  members  shall  be  the  Assistant  Treasurer;  another  shall 
be  the  Assistant  Statistical  Secretary. 

•  Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  audit  the  reports 
OL  the  Statistical  Secretary,  the  Treasurer  and  of  the  Presiding  Elders. 

V  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  de- 
sired by  Secretary  or  President. 

VI  When  a  motion  or  resolution  is  made  or  seconded,  or  report 
presented  and  read  by  the  Secretary,  or  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall 
be  deemed  in  possession  of  the  Conference;  but  any  moti^on  or  resolu- 
tion may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover,  with  the  consent  of  the  second, 
any  time  before  amendment  or  decision. 

VII  The  following  motions  may  be  presented  when  a  motion  is 
before  the  house,  and  they  have  the  precedence  in  the  order  named; 
to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  ths  previous  question,  to  postpone 
t-^  a  given  time,  to  refer  or  re-commit,  substitute,  amend  or  to  post- 
pone indefinitely. 

■  VIII  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
ts n,  and  no  more  than  fifteen  minutes  at  any  one  time  without  leave  of 
the  Conference;  nor  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  until 
every  one  desiring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

IX  When  any  motion  has  been  adopted  or  rejected,  it  shall  be  in 
.order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  a  reconsiaer- 
tion. 

X  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  the  Con- 
ference without  leave,  unless  sickness  or  some  other  lawful  reason  com- 
pels it. 

XI  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  a  question,  unless  he 
b:^  within  the  bar,  at  the  ti'me  the  question  is  put,  unless  he  has  been 
granted  leave  of  absence  by  the  Conference. 

XII  Every  member  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  of  the  putting  of  a 
question,  shall  vote  unliess  excused  by  the  Conference. 
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XIII  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded. 

XIV  The  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  papers  of  the 
Conference,  and  shall  not  permit  anyone  to  have  any  of  these  papers, 
during  the  interval  of  the  Conference,  except  by  permission  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

XV  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that  these  rules  are 
observed;  but  it  may  be  the  privilege  of  any  member  of  the  Confer- 
ence to  call  his  attention  to  the  violation  of  these  rules. 

XVI  The  rules  of  order  adopted  by  the  last  General  Conference 
shall  be  authority  on  all  questions  not  referred  to  or  fully  treated  in 
the  above.

First  Day,  August  20,  1908. 

Opening — The  Twenty-fifth  session  of  the  Idaho  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  opened  at  Weiser,  Idaho, 
at  9  o'clock,  Thursday,  August  20,  1908,  Bishop  Edwin  H.  Hughes  in  thf 
cl-iai'r.

The  Children's  Home  and  Aid  Society. 

Beli'eving  as  we  do  that  all  children  should  be  given  the 
best  chance  possible  to  fit  themselves  for  life,  and  believing 
that  the  best  place  of  all  to  lay  the  foundation  is  the  Christian 
home,  and  knowing  that  there  are  a  number  of  children  in 
our  States  deprived  of  the  blessings  of  home;  ^and  because  of 
this,  the  privilege  of  the  Church,  and  Sunday  School.

RESOLUTION  NO.  2. 
Anti-  Polygamy. 

Believing  the  time  has  come  for  some  action  to  be  taken 
to  stop  the  practice  of  Polygamy  in  the  United  States  and 
whatever  may  have  been  the  wisdom  in  the  prosecution  and 
dismissal  of  the  Smoot  case  by  the  Investi'gating  Committee, 
we  do  agree  to  the  fact  of  the  awful  admissions  of  deceit  and 
lawlessness  in  the  practice  of  Polygamy  made  by  the  Mormon 
people  before  this  committee. 

Therefore,  we  as  a  Conference  do  endorse  the  Anti-Poly- 
gamy Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
which  has  been  read  twice  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
the  Judiciary  also  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  United  States  for 
a  three-fourths  vote  of  such  legislatures.  And  we  do  demand 
its  immediate  passage. 

We  further  recommend  our  people  to  use  their  influence 
toward  the  passage  of  this  amendment  by  our  Legislatures  and 
that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  Legislatures 
of  the  States  of  Idaho  and  Oregon,  also  to  the  Senate  and  to 
the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  at  Washington. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  3. 

Whereas,  a  wi'ng  of  the  Democratic  party  has  already  in- 
serted a  plank  in  its  platform  favon'ng  the  Local  Option  law, 
and 

Whereas,  we  havo  seen  the  beneficial  results  of  Local 
Option  laws  in  other  states  in  the  suppression  of  the  evil  in- 
fluences of  the  saloon,  and  believing  that  the  time  has  come 
when  such  a  law  should  bo  onaotcd  in  the  State  of  Idaho,  there-

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Resolved,  that  we,  the  members  of  the  Idaho  Conference

RESOLUTION  NO.  4. 

Whereas,  Complete  enforcement  of  State  and  Local  Pro- 
hibition laws  will  not  be  possible  until  the  passage  of  the 
"Inter-btate  Liquor  Shipment"  bill,  or  a  similar  measure,  to 
protect  the  States  in  the  enforcement  of  their  valid  enact- 
ments; and,  whereas,  this  measure  is  so  reasonable  and  the 
sentiment  in  favor  of  it  so  strong  that  it  is  generally  believed 
that  it  will  pass  whenever  it  is  brought  to  a  vote;  and, 
whereas,  although  it  has  been  pending  at  least  five  years 
Congress  has  not  yet  been  allowed  to  vote  upon  it;  and,  where- 
as, the  Speaker  of  the  National  House  of  Representatives 
absolutely  controls  the  procedure  of  the  House.    Therefore  be  it. 

Resolved,  That  we  respectfully  petition  Congress  to  pass 
this  measure  in  the  form  approved  by  the  accredited  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  America;  and  be  it 
further. 

Resolved,  That  we  advise  our  people  to  vote  this  fall  for 
candidates  for  Congress  who  wi'll  not  only  vote,  but  will  also 
agree  to  support  for  Speaker  a  man  who  will  give 
them    a  chance  to  vote  upon  it.

"In  analogy  with  the  method  pursued  in  Annual  Confer- 
ences, where  a  local  preacher  who  has  not  been  examined  is 
unadvoidably  absent  from  the  District  or  Quarterly  Conference, 
his  license  may  be  renewed,  conditioned  on  his  examination  at 
as  early  a  period  thereafter  as  practicable."

BOISE  DISTRICT. 
G.  W.  Barnes,  Superinten^lent. 

Dear  Bishop  and  Brethren:  — 

In  tabulating-  the  results  accomplished  by  the  brethren  during  our 
second  year  on  the  Boise  district,  we  find  abundant  reasons  for  grat- 
itude to  God,  praise  of  the  brethren  and  their  noble  wives,  and  en- 
couragement to  the  Church. 

We  began  the  year  with  thirty- one  charges,  eight  of  which 
were  left  to  be  supplied.  Four  of  the  pastors  whose  names  were 
printed  in  the  Conference  minutes  either  did  not  go  to  their  fields  of 
labor,  or  upon  investigation  of  their  charg-es  asked  to  be  relieved, 
leaving  twelve  charges  to  be  supplied.  Four  of  the  charges  were 
supplied  so  qui'ckly  that  we  were  able  to  have  the  names  of  the 
pastors  printed  in  the  Conference  minutes;  most  of  the  remaining 
vacancies  were  filled  in  September  and  October,  and  before  the  close 
^f  January  every  charge  was  supplied  with  a  pastor. 

Change  in  pastorates  occurred  at  Heyburn  and  Burley,  Hansen 
<  and  Kimberly,  Hailey,  Emmett  and  American  Falls.  We  have  all 
met  with  difficulties,  some  of  which  assumed  large  proportions;  and 
as  I  watched  these  men  I  sai'd: 

"Undaunted  to  the  field  they  go, 
And  strong  in  their  Redeemer's  strength, 
Sin,  death  and  hell  they  trample  down, 
Fight  the  good  fight  and  win  at  length 
Through  mercy  an  immortal  crown," 

During  the  year  there  has  been  sickness  in  a  number  of  our  par- 
sonage homes,  in  a  few  instances  of  a  serious  nature.  Sister  Cum- 
mins, the  wife  of  our  pastor  at  Hailey  was  not  well  when  they  came 
among  us;  and  at  tjie  close  of  six  months  they  asked  to  be  reh'eved 
of  the  work  at  Hailey  and  for  her  sake  sought  a  lower  altitude. 
About  January  11th  Brother  Soward,  our  pastor  on  the  Sweet  circuit 
had  the  misfortune  to  break  his  leg  and  was  confined  to  the  house 
for  nine  weeks.  The  greatest  misfortune  is  that  it  leaves  him  a  cripple 
for  life.  Later  in  the  year  Brother  Soward's  son,  Ross,  who  was  at- 
tending school  at  Denver  University,  was  laid  up  in  the  hospital  for 
six  weeks  with  scarlet  fever,  and  more  recently  the  youngest  mem- 
ber of  the  family  has  been  taken  down  with  the  same  disease. 

Sister  Bradley,  the  wife  of  our  pastor  at  Jordan  Valley  is  re- 
paining  her  health  since  undergoing  a  serious  operation  at  the  St. 
Luke's  hospital  i'n  Boise. 

During  the  session  of  our  last  Annual  Conference,  Brother  Wood- 
hull,  our  pastor  at  Pocatello,  was  excused  that  he  might  take  Sister 
Woodhull  home  who  was  at  that  time  seriously  ill.  On  the  20th  of 
October  we  administered  to  her  the  Holy  Sacrament  and  in  a  few 
c-ays  her  family  bade  her  good  bye  and  she  quietly  passed  into  the 
home  beyond.

In  the  home  of  your  District  Superintendent  we  have  been  pass- 
ing through  the  deep  waters  and  under  the  shadows,  and  in  the 
expressions  of  real  sympathy  receiVed,  we  realize  more  fully  than  ever 
that 

"We  share  our  mutual  woes, 

Our  mutual  burdens  bear 
.  And  often  for  each  other  flows 

The  sympathizing  tear." 

Sunday  Schools. 

The  Conference  minutes  of  last  year  give  us  thirty-nine  Sunday 
Schools  in  the  District.  This  year  we  have  forty-three  Methodist  Sun- 
day Schools  using  our  S.  S.  literature  and  twelve  Union  Schools  or  a 
total  of  fifty-five  Sunday  Schools.  The  Union  Schools  are  practically 
under  the  care  of  our  pastors.  We  have  five  organized  Home  de- 
partments and  twelve  Cradle  Rolls  in  connection  wi'th  our  schools. 
Twelve  of  these  schools  report  that  they  are  organized  into  Missionary 
Societies  and  three  of  them  have  Temperance  organizations.  The  num- 
ber of  Sunday  School  libraries  in  the  District  is  five,  only  three  of 
which  are  of  any  particular  consequence. 

Decision  j^ay  was  observed  I'n  eleven  Sunday  Schools  and  the 
Methodist  catechism  had  been  taught  in  ten  schools. 

To  the  question  "Have  the  rules  respecting  the  instruction  of 
children  been  observed?"  fifteen  answered  "yes,"  fourteen  answered 
in  part,"  and  two  answered  "no."  I  think  some  of  the  brethren  do  not 
know  what  the  rules  are  . 

Leagues. 

The  Boise  District  has  two  distinct  and  separate  District  Epworth 
leagues  and  each  holds  its  own  Annual  Convention.  This  is  made 
necessary  because  of  extreme  distances. 

Number  of  Epworth  Leagues,  eighteen;  membership  673.  Average 
attendance,  429. 

Number  of  Junior  Leagues,  twelve;  membership,  506.  Average 
attendance,  252. 

The  main  feature  of  our  E'pworth  League  work  is  the  Sunday 
evening  devotional  meetings,  though  a  number  have  taken  up  the 
Bible  study  or  Mission  study  Classes  with  splendid  results  and  large 
enthusiasm. 

We  are  urging  that  our  Junior  Leagues  adopt  the  regular  three 
years'  course  of  study  for  Juniors,  and  that  the  Epworth  League  take 
up  the  Mission  and  Bible  Study  Classes.  Catechism  instruction  is 
given  in  most  of  our  Junior  Leagues. 

Though  we  praisei  the  splendid  work  that  is  being  done  by  our 
Sunday  Schools  and  leagues  we  are  sure  there  is  room  for  large 
in^provement  in  these  lines  of  work. 

Woman's  Societies. 

We  have  twenty.- six  organized  Ladies  Aid  Societies.  As  a  social 
factor  in  the  Church  life  they  fill  an  important  place.  Some  of  them 
are  especially  helpful  to  the  pastors  in  their  systematic  visitation  of 
members  and  strangers. 
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These  societies  have  raised  large  sums  of  money.  I  think  some 
times  that  the  burdens  laid  upon  them  are  too  heavy.  They  have 
repaired  churches  and  furnished  parsonages;  they  have  paid  off  old 
debts  and  contributed  to  pastor's  deficient  salaries;  they  have  be- 
come responsible  for  raising  large  sums  of  money  to  be  used  in  build- 
ing enterprises.  "The  women  who  push  the  good  tidings  are  a 
great  host." 

The  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  on  the 
District  are  very  few  and  with  some  notable  exceptions,  not  very  en- 
thusiastically sustained. 

Womans'  Foreign  Missionary  Societies,  four. 

Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societies,  one. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  Home  Society  at  Idaho 
Falls  and  of  the  Foreign  Society  at  Boise;  the  latter  has  raised  $818 
which  is  100  per  cent  more  than  was  raised  last  year. 

Class  and  Prayer  Meetings. 

In  an  increasing  number  of  our  Churches  the  class  meeting  seems 
to  be  no  longer  consi'dered  necessary  as  a  means  of  grace  and  devel- 
opment in  the  Christian  character  and  life.  There  are  only  seven 
regular  weekly  class  meetings  on  the  District.  Our  prayer  meetings 
were,  I  believe,  never  more  regularly  held,  or  largely  attended  thajn 
ot  present.  I  think  that  some  of  our  pastors,  if  not  all,  are  seeing  that 
with  a  proper  amount  of  attention  this  department  of  the  Church 
may  be  made  the  generating  power  plant  of  our  Aggessive  Evan- 
gelism. 

Three  special  Evangelists  have  worked  on  the  District  during  the 
year.  Rev.  C.  R.  Haudenshield  held  a  meeting  at  Nampa  with  good 
results.  Revs.  Hart  and  Megann  held  a  very  successful  meeting  in 
Boise,  the  First  Church  and  Immanuel  Church  uniting.  Splendid  re- 
sults were  obtained. 

Our  Conference  Evangelist,  G.  R.  Archer  rendered  efficient  ser- 
vice in  conducting  ten  different  meetings  on  the  District;  meetings  in 
which  the  membership  was  quickened  and  souls  saved.  Brother 
Archer  worked  on  some  of  the  hardest  and  most  discouraging  fields 
on  the  District.  Other  sucessful  meetings  were  also  held  by  the  pas- 
tors. Our  pastors  on  the.  following  charges  held  no  special  seri.^s 
of  Evangelistic  meetings  duri'ng  the  year:  Ashton,  St.  Anthony, 
Idaho  Falls,  Blackfoot,  Albion,  Heyburn  and  Burley,  Jordan  Valley. 
Homedale,  Emmett  and  Hailey.  Some  of  these  brethren,  however,  wer? 
successful  in  bringing  people  into  a  vital  relation  with  Jesus  Christ 
and  into  fellowship  into  the  Church.  I  believe  that  this  is  the  best 
year  Vn  the  work  of  Aggressive  Evangelism  that  I  have  ever  seen  an 
the  Boise  District.  But  yet  I  am  far  from  satisfied,  I  am  afraid  (hat 
we  are  not  more  than  half  awake^  to  the  importance  of  this  work. 

Building. 

Our  new  Ballantine  Memorial  Church  which  was  described  in  our 
last  Annual  Report  has  been  completed  and  was  dedicated  September 
22nd.  1907.  We  own  one  acrei  of  ground  where  the  Church  stands, 
and  the  whole  is  enclosed  with  a  substantial  fence.  At  a  conservative 
estimate,  the  value  of  this  property  is  $1400.00  all  clear  of  debt.  In 
the  building  of  this  Church  James  Ballantine  erected  a  monument  to 
hir  name  which  will  not  only  keep  alive  the  memory  of  his  good 
deeds,  but  will  be   an   inspiration   and   help   to  others.     Brother  Bal- 
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lantine  was  called  home  in  a  few  months  after  the  dedication  of  the 
building. 

Our  Church  at  Heyburn  which  was  incomplete  at  the  time  of 
our  last  Annual  Conference  has  also  been  completed  during  the  year. 
The  value  of  this  property  is  $800.00. 

On  April  19th  we  dedicated  our  new  brick  Church  at  Ashton,  Idaho. 
Ashton  is  on  a  branch  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  R.  R.  running  from 
Idaho  Falls  to  the  Yellowstone  National  Park.  Great  credit  is  due  to 
our  pastor,  Brother  A.  M.  Lambert  for  pushing  this  Church  through 
to  a  successful  completion.  Under  the  most  trying  circumstances, 
and  himself  and  family  improperly  housed,  he  has  been  the  moving 
spirit  in  the  erection  of  a  beautiful  temple  of  worship  costing  about 
$3100.00  Our  Church  owns  about  four  lots  in  this  place  with  a  front- 
age of  200  feet.  In  addition  to  the  Church  building  a  four  room  par- 
sonage is  in  process  of  construction.  All  iYidebtedness  on  the  Church 
v.-as  provided  for  at  the  time  of  the  dedication.  The  entire  value  of  the 
building  and  lots  at  Ashton  is  about  $4,000.00.  To  accomplish  all 
this  in  one  year  with  less  than  25  members  and  in  a  Mormon  com- 
munity, is,  to  say  the  least,  highly  commendable  to  both  pastor  and 
people. 

Our  new  Church  at  Emmett  whi'ch  was  begun  over  two  years 
ago  was  dedicated  by  Rev.  T.  C.  Iliff,  D.  D..  on  July  19th.  All  in- 
debtedness being  provided  for.  This  project  has  been  carried  for- 
ward under  very  trying  conditions  and  peculiar  entanglements  which 
arose  during  a  former  pastorate.  The  work  of  the  year  began  with 
Brother  W.  J.  Luscomb  as  pastor;  during  the  year  Brother  Lus- 
crmb's  pastorate  was  changed,  not,  however,  on  account  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  the  work  nor  for  lack  of  acceptability.  Brother  Luscomb 
served  with  entiVe  satisfaction  both  to  the  people  and  the  District 
Superintendent.  Brother  H.  E.  Cullison,  a  transfer  from  South  Kan.- 
sas  Conference,  has  the  distinction  of  being  pastor  and  bringing  io 
completion  this  enterprise  at  which  others  had  wrought  with  untiring 
zeal,  and  in  Brother  Luscomb's  case  with  efficiency.  The  value  of 
thi's  new  Church  is  $14,000.00. 

About  the  first  of  May  Brother  G.  R.  Archer  took  charge  of 
Kimberly  and  Hansen  one  of  our  new  circuits,  which  had  been  sup- 
plied by  Brother  W.  J.  Puckett,  a  local  Deacon.  A  subscription  for  the 
purchase  of  a  school  house  for  Church  purposes  was  under  way  when 
Brother  Archer  took  charge  of  the  w'ork.  On  July  26th  we  dedicated 
the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Kimberly,  a  building  34x34  which  com- 
pleted, including  lot,  is  valued  at  $2500.00.  This  i's  the  first  M.  E. 
Church  to  be  dedicated  on  the  Great  Twin  Falls  Irrigation  tract. 
Taking  into  consideraion  the  extent  of  the  work  and  the  short  time 
in  which  it  was  accomplished  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  say/ng  that  it 
beats  anything  I  have  ever  seen  in  the  line  of  Church  building. 

We  also  have  three  other  Churches  on  the  District,  now  in  pro- 
cess of  construction  as  follows:  Boise  Immanuel,  estimated  cost 
when  completed  $20,000.00.  First  M.  E.  Church  of  Meridian,  esti- 
mated cost  when  completed  $8,000.00.  First  M.  ¥1  Church  of  Twin 
Falls,  estimated  cost  when  completed  $30,000.00.  The  present  plan  is 
to  complete  the  lecture  room  only  which  it  is  estimated  will  cost 
$10,000.00. 

Two  parsonages  have  been  erected  on  the  District  during  the 
year.  The  one  at  Ashton  previously  mentioned  and  one  at  Mid- 
dleton.     The  latter  has  eight  rooms  besides  closets,  pantry  and  bath 
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room,  and  was  bm'lt  at  a  cost  of  $1,860.  Brother  R.  D.  Osterhout  de- 
serves great  credit  for  this  work. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  have  secured  lots  in  several  townsites 
with  frontage  and  valuations  as  follows:  Homedale,  150  feet,  value 
$800;  Gooding,  100  feet,  value  $500;  Buhl,  50  feet,  value  $500;  Hansen, 
50  feet,  value  $400.  We  also  have  promises  of  100  feet  in  each  of  the 
following  new  tOAvnsites,  Wendall,  Jerome  and  Milner. 

New  Fields. 

I  think  that  in  pioneer  work  Methodism  has  never  been  out  done 
by  any  other  denonii'nation.  I  trust,  that  by  the  help  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary and  Church  Extension  Society  we  will  be  able  to  keep  up  the 
record  in  Southern  Idaho. 

There  is  a  crying  need  that  we  should  establish  six  new  charges 
within  the  bounds  of  this  District.  At  present  I  am  unable  to  see 
how  we  can  open  more  than  two  of  them. 

Bishop,  I  believe  that  the  Boise  District  presents  the  largest  op- 
portunity for  Home  Missionary  work  combined  with  prospects  of 
rapid  growth  of  any  agricultural  section  in  the  United  States.  As 
nearly  as  can  be  determined  by  the  published  statement  of  the  United 
States  Reclamation  Service,  April,  1907,  •  the  Government  has  com- 
pleted, or  in  process  of  construction  a  larger  acreage  in  irrigation 
projects  in  Idaho  than  in  any  other  state  in  the  Uni'on  except  Mon- 
tana. Land  is  being  drawn  from  settlement  with  a  view  to  opening 
other  projects  just  as  soon  as  the  money  is  available  for  carrying  the 
v.'^ork  forward. 

Added  to  this  is  our  Carey  Act  projects.  The  first  allotment  of 
1.000,000  acres  of  land  under  this  act  has  been  practically  exhausted 
and  the  second  allotment  of  1,000,000  acres  is  in  a  fair  way  to  be  all 
taken  up  in  the  near  future.  An  800,000  acre  tract  is  now  being  pro- 
jected With  a  view  to  irrigation  and  I  believe  the  segregation  under 
the  Carey  Act  has  already  been  applied  for. 

The  work  of  the  year  on  the  District  is  done.  We  are  not  un- 
mindful of  the  privilege  that  is  ours  in  being  associated  with  you  as 
District  Superintendent,  but  our  increasing  knowledge  of  the  vast 
responsibilities  and  the  largeness  of  the  opportunities  causes  us  to 
more  and  more  distrust  our  power  to  fill  the  measure  to  the  full. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  help  and  guidance  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  and  for  the  willing  co-operation  and  loyal  support  of  the 
brethren. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  LA  GRANDF 

DISTRICT. 

J.  D.  Gilliian,  Superintendent. 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

"Thus  far  the  Lord  has  led  us  on: 
Thus  far  his  power  prolongs  our  days." 

So,  therefore: 

"Here  we'll  raise  our  Ebenezer, 
Hither  by  his  help  we've  come. 
And,  we  hope  by  his  good  pleasure 
Safely  to  arrive  at  home." 
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In  general  we  have  fared  well.  Our  statistics  do  not  tell  the 
complete  story  of  our  advancement.  I  wiU  not  here  essay  an  enumer- 
ation of  them,  but  will  cite  you  to  the  reports  of  the  secretaries. 
Many  and  valuable  improvements  are  to  be  reported  on  Church  and 
parsonage  property,  and  one  house  of  worship,  that  at  Imbler,  Oregon, 
has  been  dedicated  to  -the  Lord.  A  new  parsonage  has  been  erected  at 
Thunder,  Idaho.  Many  improvements  have  been  made.  The  mort- 
gage has  been  burned  at  Vale,  Oregon.  Bells  are  swung  at  Vale, 
Cove  and  Weiser.  Nyssa  is  ready  to  build  not  less  than  a  $2000 
church.  Every  charge  has  been  served  during  the  year  by  the  men 
appointed  at  the  last  Conference  with  the  exception  of  Flora  and 
Elgin.  C  R.  Fulford,  a  local  preacher,  was  at  Flora,  but  left  in  the 
middle  of  the  year  because  of  the  si'ckness  of  his  father  in  far-away 
Michigan,  and  did  not  return;  the  health  of  J.  M.  Hixson  of  Elgin  be- 
came so  impared  that  with  the  advice  of  his  physician  and  the  con- 
sent of  Bishop  Moore,  he  was  released  and  W.  F.  Bradley  of  the 
Columbia  River  Conference  was  appointed  by  the  resident  BisTiop  to 
succeed  him.  This  occurred  April  1.  Mr.  Hixon  has  not  re 
covered  entirely,  but  will  ask  for  the  Supernumerary  relation  tnat 
he  may  seek  further  and  longer  for  the  good  health  he  has  lost 
while  hunting  the  Lord's  lost  sheep  in  these  mountains. 

Cove,  Joseph  and  Enterprise  in  Oregon,  and  Roseberry  in  Idaho 
were  left  to  be  supplied.  The  Cove  has  been  served  during  the  mo.^t 
of  the  year  by  local  preachers,  D.  G.  and  R.  W.  Currey,  (not  brothers, 
no  relation;)  the  points,  Joseph  and  Enterprise,  two  valuable  com- 
munities in  the  Wallowa  valley,  were  filled  soon  after  the  adjournment 
of  Conference  by  Ammon  L.  Howarth  of  Northwest  Iowa,  and  Fred 
G.  Potter,  Kansas,  respectively.  Roseberry  had  service  during  only  a 
portion  of  the  year.    J.  Mussell  and  F.  J.  Long  both  worked  there. 

Sumpter  is  a  dead  and  well-nigh  deserted  mining  camp,  and 
AfcEwen  a  deserted  logging  camp;  here  are  two  good  Churches,  and 
at  Sumpter  a  parsonage.  I  wish  the  Conference  to  instruct  me  what 
to  do  with  the  property;  it  stands  empty  and  in  danger.  A  fire  in 
those  places  would  mean  the  most  wholesale  destruction.  On' account 
of  their  desertion,  there  has  been  no  work  done  at  either  place  this 
year.  After  the  departure  of  the  man  at  P^lora,  special  services  were 
held  by  F.  W.  Batchelder  and  later  Henry  Martin  of  Losti'ne  took 
the  charge  under  his  care  until  Conference  should  convene. 

At  Christmas  time  the  Haines  and  North  Powder  people  asked 
for  a  separation  of  interests  (believing  it  to  be  profitable)  and  from 
that  date  to  the  present,  both  have  been  served  by  the  appointee  of 
Bishop  Cranston  in  1907. 

None  of  the  pastors  have  done  better  work  than  our  local  preach- 
ers. 

Aside  from  the  above  personal  mention  there  has  been  an  un- 
Uoual  amount  of  sickness  among  our  men  and  their  famih'es  this  year, 
a  combination  of  circumstances  not  common  to  our  region.  Abram 
Eads,  the  veteran  Nester  of  our  Conference  died  last  week.  The 
wives  of  C.  D.  Fawcett  and  H.  E.  Carter  have  been  almost  entirely 
helpless  for  the  whole  of  the  year,  the  latter  having  never  recovered 
from  her  accident  of  July  1907.  Brother  J.  M.  Dressier  of  Prairie 
City  was  in  the  hospital  for  three  months  on  account  of  an  accident, 
and  G.  G.  Haley  was  kept  from  his  pulpit  almost  two  months,  a  portion 
of  whi'ch  time  he  was  in  the  surgery  of  a  hospital.  During  his  ab- 
sence F.  J.  Long  ably  supplied  for  him.    Overcome  by  excessive  and  • 
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close  application  to  imperative  demands  upon  his  never  too  great 
strength,  Pastor  Hartshorn,  our  royal  host  was  compelled  to  retire 
foi  recuperation  a  few  weeks  since.  With  his  double  work,  P.  L. 
Johnson  was  almost  incapacitated  for  soma  of  the  time  during  the 
winter  and  the  spring. 

Evangelism. 

During  the  winter  months  and  extending  into  the  spring  there 
were  some  excellent  and  wide-reachi'ng  revivals  on  the  District.  We 
have  never  before  been  so  favored  wi'th  opportunity  for  special  help 
from  professional  Evangelists.  Yet  all  the  advantage  has  not  come  from 
these  professionals,  but  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  tabulated  results 
has  been  the  product  of  the  combined  work  of  neighboring  pastors. 
Such  was  the  plan  used  at  Joseph,  Enterprise  and  Lostine  where 
Pastors  Martin,  Potter  and  Howarth  combined;  at  Long  Creek  and 
Prairie  City,  Wallowa,  Haines  and  North  Powder. 

At  Wei'ser,  Payette  and  La  Grande,  Evangelist  Haudenscield  as- 
sisted the  pastors,  the  result  being  an  increased  membership  at  each 
place.  At  E'lgin  and  at  Union,  Prof,  and  Mrs.  McCarty  of  Port 
Angeles,  Washington,  did  most  effective  work;  while  on  the  Sum- 
merville  circuit,  Mrs.  Clulow  of  Tacoma  did  good  service.  Pastor 
Finger  had  Rev.  Frank  H.  Winter  of  the  Columbia  RiVer  Conference 
with  him  and  a  revived  Church  attest  his  earnest  doings. 

Inter-Year  Meetings. 

Some  years  ago  the  President  of  the,  District  inaugurated  a  series 
of  unofficial  Inter-Conference  gatherings,  which  for  want  of  better 
name  were  called  Sub-District  Conventions;  this  Distri'ct  being  so  largo, 
i1  was  deemed  wise  to  hold  one  for  each  end,  north  and  south;  this 
has  been  regularly  done.  The  first  one  in  the  past  year  was  held  in 
Weiser  with  a  good  and  interested  attendance;  the  next  was  in  the 
north  end  on  the  Oregon  side  at  Wallowa;  owing  to  the  distance  from 
the  railway  and  the  concurrent  state  of  the  weather,  it  was  not  so 
largely  attended  as  the  other. 

In  May  there  was  the  official  session  of  the  District  Conference 
at  Haines.  Its  record  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary.  Some  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  course  of  study  for  local  preachers  then  asked 
are  to  come  before  this  body  for  answer.  Two  were  recommended  for 
admission  on  trial,  and  one  for  orders. 

The  District  Convention  of  the  Epworth  League  was  held  at 
Payette.  It  was  not  a  perfunctory  affair  pro-formally  administered, 
but  a  virile  gathering  of  capable  young  minds,  courageous  hearts  and 
wide-awake  souls.  We  have  been  slowly  discovering  that  the  Leagu-^ 
i.c  not  a  useless  addendum  maintained  upon  backboneless  enthu- 
siasm alone.,  not  a  fashi'onable  weight  attached  to  the  neck  of  an  al- 
ready overtaxed  Church  (which  may  be  able  to  afford  the  luxury), 
but  I'.s  a  necessary  and  constituent  part  of  the  really  progressive  con- 
giegation,  a  sine  qua  non  to  greatest  success,  holding  a  place  no  other 
agency  can  fill  and  having  a  work  all  its  own.  The  President  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  succeeding  the  zealous  retiring  head,  Herman  Clark, 
is  the  strategic  and  active  Miss  Ora  Cates,  of  Baker  City.  With  a  de- 
voted cabinet  there  will  bo  much  done. 
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Methodist  Brotherhood. 

Dr.  Haley  was  appointed  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  St.  Paul  early  in  the  year  and  until  he  was  stricken  helpless 
l:e  was  active  in  the  instituting-  of  chapters.  The  movement  among 
men  and  for  men  is  receiving  what  assi'stance  we  can  give  it  here. 

Temperance  Reform. 

Our  preachers  are  all  prohibitionists  of  the  reasonable  sort.  They 
are  in  favor  of  that  plan  which  brings  things  to  pass.  Coupling  their 
energies  with  those  of  co-operaing  ministers  and  anti-saloon  agents, 
they  fought  grimly  but  steadily,  and  the  result  is  that  four  of  the  six 
Oregon  counties  in  this  district  are  voted  i'nto  the  "dry"  column. 
Every  county  where  our  men  waged  a  vigorous  campaign  became  dry 
territory.  The  prophet  need  not  be  a  very  wise  man  who  can  now 
predict  the  future  of  this  movement. 

Pacific  Christian  Advocate. 

The  re-election  of  Daniel  L.  Rader  to  the  Advocate  tripod  was  a 
personal  satisfaction  to  us.  With  its  circulation  so  nearly  keeping 
pace  with  the  increase  of  population  in  our  great  contributing  terri- 
tf  ry,  his  continuance  there  makes  it  easier  to  advance  our  lists.  This 
paper  is  proving  its  goodly  mission  in  the  fact  that  over  all  this 
northwest  it  is  a  genuine  pastor's  assistant. 

Education. 

We  are  bending  all  our  energies  to  the  upbuilding  of  interest 
in  Willamette  University.  La  Grande  District  is  proud  of  the  fact 
that  it  has  within  its  borders  the  donor  of  the  new  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lar building-  for  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  Hon.  A.  E.  Eaton,  of 
Union,  Oregon.  Five  of  our  preachers  have  decided  to  obtain  higher 
<^ducaion;  three  have  gone,  two  are  going  this  year. 

Temporal  Economy. 

Last  fall  the  Estimating  Committees  throughout  the  District  set 
the  allowance  about  thirty  per  cent,  above  that  of  the  previ'ous  year; 
the  financial  stringency  called  a  halt,  and  but  a  portion  of  their  excess 
of  zeal  was  realized.  Still  we  have  measured  up  better  than  at  one 
time  it  seemed  we  would  or  could. 

Pastoral  support  done  »'.s  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  in  ad- 
vance of  last  year. 

New  Work  Necessary  At  Present. 

The  settling  up  of  our  hitherto  waste  places  together  with  the 
extension  of  railways  and  irrigation  schemes  are  causing  calls  to 
come  to  us  to  assist  them,  even  if  never  so  little.  We  are  asked  for 
sums  of  from  $50  up.  It  is  this  condition  that  faces  us  at  Fruitland, 
Idaho,  the  environs  of  Weiser  and  down  John  Day  River  and  else- 
where.

METHODIST  BROTHERHOOD. 

How  to  interest  young  men  in  Chrisitan  activity  has  been  a  per- 
plexing question  for  the  Church  to  solve.  Recognizing  the  need  of 
organized  effort  along  this  line,  for  a  score  or  more  of  years  in- 
dividual Churches  here  and  there  throughout  Methodism,  organized 
Men's  clubs.  These  proved  so  efficient  that  they  multiplied  very  rapidly 
and  finally  two  Brotherhoods  were  organized,  the  Brotherhood  of  St. 
Paul  and  the  Wesley  Brotherhood.  It  was  soon  discovered  that  a  kint^ 
of  unhealthy  rivalry  was  aroused  and  after  a  number  of  years  of  vain 
effort,  March  11,  1908,  the  Methodist  Brotherhood  was  organized,  by 
a  joint  commission  on  Unification,  composed  of  eleven  duly  authorized 
representatives  each  of  the  Wesley  Brotherhood  and  the  Brother- 
hood of  St.  Paul.  This  Commission,  presided  over  by  Bishop  Joseph  F. 
Berry  and  Bishop  Wm.  Burt,  effected  the  consolidation  of  these 
Brotherhoods,  thus  creating  the  Methodist  Brotherhood,  the  only  gen- 
eral organization  for  men  in  the  Methodism  of  America.  The  General 
Conference  which  met  at  Baltimore  in  May  1908,  adopted  the  Methodist 
Brotherhood  as  the  official  Brotherhood  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church, 
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"The  aim  of  this  org-anization  is  to  effect  the  mutual  improvement 
of  its  members  by  religious,  sod'al,  literary  and  physical  culture;  to 
promote  the  spirit  and  practice  of  Christian  Brotherhood,  to  increase 
fraternal  interest  among  men;  to  develop  their  activity  in  all  that 
relates  to  social,  civic,  and  industrial  betterment,  and  to  build  up  the 
Church  by  leadi'ng  men  into  its  communion  and  fellowship." 

Some  one  has  said,  "If  we  would  vitalize  the  gospel,  we  must 
specialize  it,"  We  are  specializing  along  other  lines.  A  new  empha- 
sise is  needed  in  our  work  with  men.  The  Methodist  Brotherhood  is  a 
distinctive  Society  giving  range  to  the  special  inclinations  of  men. 
We  believe  it  is  a  means  second  to  none  for  winning  men  and  holding 
them  faithful  to  their  Savior  and  pledge  ourselves  to  do  all  in  our 
power,  where  possible,  to  interest  the  men  of  our  Churches  in  the 
Brotherhood.  Furthermore  we  promise  to  assist  the  Conference  Organ- 
izer I'n  his  work  of  organizing  Brotherhoods  where  possible  on  our 
respective  charges.

That  the  District  Superintendents  be  here- 
by authorized  to  make  equitable  distribution  of  the  proposed  increase 
of  circulation  between  the  two  districts.  That  each  Distri'ct  Superin- 
tendent will  apportion  this  among  the  different  charges.  That  we  as 
pastors  pledge  our  noblest  endeavor  to  meet  this  demand.  We  hereby 
express  our  hearty  appreciation  of  the  effort  of  the  publishers,  the 
General  Conference  and  Dr.  Rader  to  make  this  paper  what  we  expect 
't  to  be.

State  wide  and  national  prohibition  is  our  goal,  and  we  pledge 
ourselves  that  we  will  never  cease  or  lessen  our  efforts  to  this  end 
until  every  foot  of  our  territory  is  free  from  the  legalized  saloon. 
We  most  heartily  endorse  the  slogan  given  by  our  General  Conference 
—'A  STAINLESS  FLAG  AND  A  SALOONLESS  COUNTRY." 

We  recognize  that  through  the  efforts  of  many  Temperance  and 
Chn'stian  organizations,  such  as  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance 
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Uni'on,  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  itse;f 
a  Temperance  Society,  and  other  bodies  and  forces,  religious  or  com- 
mercial, by  using  Local  Option  as  a  means  to  the  desired  end,  many 
States  and  many  large  parts  of  States  are  now  dry  territory,  we  pledge 
ourselves  to  a  continued  and  more  determined  use  of  these  and  other 
successful  means,  and  we  further  declare  that  we  will  vote  for  and 
work  for  the  election  of  such  men  as  legislators  and  officers  of  the 
State  and  country  as  will  give  us  Local  Option  laws  with  the  count.s' 
as  the  unit  of  operation,  and  thus  we  will  drive  the  saloon  to  its  death 
St  the  earliest  possible  date. 

We  take  this  position  of  hostility  to  the  saloon  because  it  is 
an  enemy  to  everything  that  we  live  for,  to  all  religious,  inteFectual, 
soci'al,  civil,  moral  and  material  progress,  and  there  is  no  valid  reason 
for  its  continued  existence,  and  "it  cannot  be  legalized  without  sin." 

We  pledge  ourselves  to  total  abstinence  from  all  intoxicating 
drinks,  and  to  stand  by  the  teachings  of  our  Church  as  expressed  in 
the  Church  Temperance  Society  and  the  Temperance  organizations  of 
our  Sunday  Schools. 

We  are  in  a  life  and  death  grapple  with  the  monster  evil  of  the 
ages,  and  we  are  on  the  Side  of  all  we  hold  dear,  our  homes,  our  chil- 
dren, our  defenseless  and  suffering  womanhood,  our  schools,  our  free 
American  institutions,  our  altars  and  our  life,  therefore  Ave  shall 
ever,  so  long  as  this  wrong  is  wrong,  so  long  as  men  sell  liquid 
poison,  so  long  shall  we  put  forth  our  best  efforts  and  powers  in  be- 
half of  a  "Stainless  Flag  and  a  Saloonless  Country."

WOMAN'S    FOREIGN    MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  anniversary  of  this  organization  was  held  on  Thursday 
afternoon.  The  address  of  Rev.  E.  R.  Fulkerson,  LL.  D.,  of  Spokane, 
was  full  of  thought  and  inspiration. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  C.  E.  Helman,  Conference  Secretary  was  read, 
which  contained  the  followiYig  information: 

Auxiliaries  were  organized  at  John  Day,  Nampa  and  Rupert  dur- 
ing the  year. 
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The  Unions  are  supporting  about  seven  Bible  women,  twelve 
scholarships,  one  King's  Herald  scholarship,  and  owns  two  hospital 
shares. 

There  are  twenty-two  Standard  Bearers  at  John  Day.  These 
young  people  have  purchased  a  horse  for  the  use  of  Miss  Dudley 
i'n  her  missionary  work  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

There  has  been  reported  $1304.00  as  the  amount  raised  by  the 
Auxiliaries  during  the  Conference  year,  and  some  of  them  have  not 
sent  in  their  fourth  report. 

Dr.  Fulkerson  urged  the  ministers  to  put  forth  an  honest  effort 
to  organize  an  auxiliary  at  each  preaching  place,  and  they  were  re- 
quested to  write  to  Mrs.  C.  E.  Helman,  of  Caldwell,  Idaho,  for  in- 
struction and  literature  on  this  work. 


MEMOIRS. 
Abraham  Eads. 

Rev.  Abraham  Eads  was  born  i'n  Cole  County,  Mo.,  November  <S, 
1S29,  and  departed  this  life  at  Spokane,  Wash.,  August  10,  1908,  at 
the  age  of  78  years,  nine  months  and  two  days.  When  a  child  of 
four  years  his  father  moved  to  Piatt  County,  Mo.,  where  they  re- 
mained unti'l  1844.  In  the  spring  of  that  year  his  father  took  his 
family  with  ox  team  across  the  plains  to  Oregon  and  settled  in  the 
Willamette  Valley,  in  what  is  now  Yamhill  County. 

Not  until  he  was  twenty-five  and  was  born  again,  di'd  this  son 
of  the  wilderness  feel  the  need  of  an  intellectual  quickening  to  give 
expression  to  the  new  life. 

Like  Elisha  he  sacrificed  his  cattle  to  open  the  way  to  his  new 
field  of  service.  Selling  such  stock  and  effects  as  he  had  become 
possessed  of,  he  entered  school.  In  1858  he  entered  Willamette  Uni- 
versity from  which  he  was  graduated  with  high  honors  in  1862. 

About  1874  Col.  Geo.  B.  Currey,  a  friendly  attorney,  remarkerl 
to  Brother  E'ads:  "Eads,  why  don't  you  enter  the  ministry?  Your 
Church  needs  men  of  your  abih'ty,  and  you  would  do  the  world  as 
well  as  yourself  some  good." 

A  few  weeks  later  Mr.  Eads  remarked  to  Mr.  Currey:  "Colonel,  I 
am  going  to  preach  next  Sunday  morning  and  I  want  you  to  come 
rut  and  hear  me,  and  if  you  think  I  can  make  a  success  I'll  enter 
the  work," 

He  joined  what  is  now  the  Columbia  River  Conference  in  1874, 
under  the  PresMing  Eldership  of  Rev.  H.  K.  Hines.  He  served  La 
Grande,  Union,  Centerville  and  Milton  charges  in  that  Conference. 

In  1875  he  was  appointed  to  a  professorship  in  Blue  Mountain 
University  which  he  filled  for  one  year;  again  returning  in  1881 
to  be  the  head  of    the  institution  for  one  year. 

In  1884  Willamette  University  conferred  upon  hi'm  the  degree  of 
A.  M..  and  the  same  year  Bishop  Fowler  transferred  him  to  the  Idaho 
Conference  and  appointed  him  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Boise  District. 

After  a  term  of  four  years  of  vast  labors  and  rich  growth,  his 
brethren  honored  him  by  electing  him  to  the  General  Conference 
where  he  "made  the  speech  of  his  life,"  and  won  that  for  which  he 
contended,  v»'z:  that  an  Annual  Conference  may  be  organized  with 
only  twenty-five  members.    In  1896  he  was  superannuated. 
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He  made  his  home  in  La  Grande  where  he  had  spent  so  many 
happy  years  of  his  life. 

In  1880  in  was  married  to  Emily  Killick,  who  preceded  him  to 
glory  by  only  four  years,  leaving  only  an  adopted  daughter  to  cheer 
her  lonely  companion. 

In  June  last  Brother  Eads  was  given  a  home  at  Hillyard,  Wash., 
where  he  was  tenderly  cared  for  until  a  few  days  before  his  death 
when  it  became  necessary  to  remove  him  to  the  Deaconess  Hospital 
at  Spokane. 

His  last  message  was  one  of  love  to  hi's  friends  in  La  Grande. 
His  body  was  brought  to  La  Grande  where  the  funeral  services  were 
held,  August  13,  1908,  at  10:30  a.  m.,  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  where  his  voice  had  been  so  often  heard  in  prayer  and  tes- 
timony during  the  past  dozen  years.  The  pastor  was  assisted  by 
Rev.  Jacob  Finger,  of  Baker  City,  W.  W.  Deal,  of  Union  and  Dr.  S. 
W.  Seaman  of  the  Presbyterian  Church;  and  we  laid  all  that  was 
mortal  in  the  place  he  himself  had  selected  between  Emily,  his  trans- 
lated companion,  and  Solomon,  his  brother. 

He  was  a  man  full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  One  who 
knew  daily  that  God  was  with  him,  and  one  whose  ministry  had 
been  signally  blessed  by  some  remarkable  revivals,  one  on  the  Milton 
charge  with  sixty  accessions,  and  one  at  Prairie  City,  where  over  260 
professed  'conversion. 

"They  that  be  w.'se  shall  shine  as  the  firmament,  and  they  that 
turn  many  to  righteousness  as  the  stars  forever." 

"Servant  of  God,  well  done! 
The  glorious  warfare's  past; 

The  battle's  fought,  the  race  is  won 
And  thou  art  crowned  at  last. 

"Of  all  thy  heart's  desire 
Triumphantly  possessed; 

Lodged  by  the  ministerial  choir 
In  thy  Redeemer's  breast."

Helea 
Henderson  Barnes  was  born  January  25,  1907  and  died  January  22, 
1008.  We  may  not  solve  the  mystery  of  this  dispensation  of  God's 
providence,  but  in  the  firm  fai'th  that  He  doeth  all  things  well,  we 
await  the  light  of  a  clearer  day.  Meantime  it  is  sweet  to  know  that 
ir;  this  home  upon  which  the  shadow  has  fallen  the  comforting  light 
of  the  Eternal  Presence  dwells.

Kathryn  Blanche  Woodhull  was  born  in  Montague,  Mich.,  ApnT 
11,  1881.  She  was  united  with  W.  S.  Woodhull  in  marriage  March  1, 
lyoi.     She   departed    from    this   life   at   the   Methodist    parsonage  in 
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Pocatello,  laaho,  November  2,  1907.  These  are  the  three  great  vis- 
ible facts  of  her  being,  in  connection  with  which  there  are  others  of 
deep  interest  and  importance. 

In  her  early  home  she  was  one  of  several  happy  and  cheerful 
children.  She  attended  the  pubh'c  schools,  became  a  thinker  and  a 
free  agent  for  herself,  responded  to  the  heart  call  of  a  man  who  saw 
in  her  a  suitable  companion  for  life,  and  recognized  life's  highest 
laws  and  clove  in  loving  fidelity  to  the  man  who  chose  her  and 
whom  she  chose,  and  was  true  to  him  according  to  a  sacred  covenant 
until  death  did  them  part.
